limiting the county’s representation in 
both branches of the general assembly 
is carried into that document. 

Mr. Cole, who was one of the first 
backers of the convention movement, 
deciares that it has been understood 
all along by the members of the Citi- 
zens’ association that the only limifa: 
tion on Cook county’s representation 
would be in the senate. That was the 
basis the Chicago leaders worked upon 
for five years in fathering the $500,000 
convention. That was back of the cam- 
paign of 1918. For the convention to 
go back on that now in the opinion 
of Mr. Cole, means that the rest of the 
consti#ition will be dragged down to 
defeat. | 

Letter of Protest. 

“We address you on behalf of the 
Citizens’ Association of Chicago,’ which 
has noted with deep regret that the 
‘constitutional convention has adopted, 
on first reading, a proposal which will 
limit Chicago's representation in the 
general assembly to one-third of the 
senate and to one less than a majority 
in the house. 

“ Being aware of the state of public 
sentiment on this question in this 
}community, we deem it our duty to 
warn you that any plan for limiting 
Cook county’s representation in both 
branches of the general assembly will 
be rejected by the voters of Cook 
county. 
“Early in the five year campaign 
which this association carried on from 
1912 to 1917, with newspaper help, to 
bring about the calling of a constitu- 
tional convention, we became aware 
of the existence of a strong feeling out- 
side Chicago that any new constitution 
should place a limitation upon = Chi- 
cago’s representation in the legisla- 
ture to safeguard the rest of the state 
from the danger of being dominated 
in the general-assembly by the voting 
strength of Cook county. 

“ After giving careful thought to that 
proposition we became convinced in 
1914 that it was not unreasonable and 


ber of Cook countys senators to two- 


| fifths of the membership of the sen- 


ate, while continuing to apportion the 
membership of the lower house accord- 
ing to population. 

On that basis this association iIn- 
duced a large number of leaders 
throughout the state to join in urging 
the calling of'a convention. While any 
suggestion about limiting Cook coun- 
ty aroused sharp antagonism at first, 
the press and people ef Chicago have 
now generally come to recognize.the 
justice of accepting a limitation in one 
house, which would prevent any one 
county from dominating the remainder 
of the state in the legislature. 


Take up Legislative End. 


“It was on the basis of this sug- 
gested limitation in only one house that 
Chicago members of the general as- 
sembly were induced to vote for the 
passage of the necessary joint resolu- 
tion for &ubmitting to the people the 
question of calling a constitutional 
convention. If a double limitation had 
been looked upon as a possibility at 
Springfield in March, 1917, the joint 
resolution would not have had a 


‘chance of adoption by the general as- 


sembly. 

On this basis of a one branch limita- 
tion the people of the state voted in 
favor of calling a constitutional con- 
vention, Cook county casting a larger 
affirmative vote in proportion to its 
population than was obtained in the 


rest of the state. From our knowledge 


of the subject we have no _ hesitation 
in saying that if.a limitation in both 
branches of the legislature had been 
advocated by the state campaign com- 
mittee the people of Cook county 
would have voted overwhelmingly 
against the convention proposition. 

“The present proposal to limit Chi- 
cago in both branches is substantially 
a breach of faith and as such is re- 
sented by the people of Chicago. 
Should that proposal be finally adopted 
as a part of the proposed new constitu- 
tion it will undoubtedly meet with de- 
feat when submitted to the voters of 
Cook county and will be likely to carry 
to defeat the remainder of the_ pro- 
posed new constitution.”

IS IT COX AND BEER? 
Postmaster General Burleson has said something | 
aloud. As a cabinet member and a delegate to the 
San Francisco convention he says that the Vol 
stead act for the definition of intoxicating liquor 
* and the tnforcement of prohibition is ridiculous. 


He is in favor of modifying the “drastic and ab-, 


surd” provision and wants the Democratic plat- 
form to declare in favor of modification. The Vol- 
stead act says anything more than one-half of 1 per 
cent alcohol in a beverage makes it intoxicating 
Yiquor. Any modification which would be worth 
considering would be one permitting at least beer 
and probably light’ wines and beer. 

Two-seventy per cent would let in the war beer. 
Your per cent, or a fraction less{ would let in the 
regular old fashioned brew, and 10 or 12 per cent 
would let in California wines and champagne. 

Mr. Burleson is a beer and wine man. He would 
not be talking wet if he were not, and the modifi- 
cation in prohibition he suggests would permit the 
‘breweries to put the brew back on its old footing, 
and it would permit the California and_ other 
srape and wine sections of the country to resume 
on the old basis. | 

It would give the workman his suds and the for- 
eign born their wines. Before the Democrats com- 
mit themselves to this program, Mr..Bryan will 
be carried out dead, but they may commit them- 
selves to it. If they don’t, they will be eaten up 
by the league of nations. They are-in the cage 
now with that strange beast, and, believe Mr. 
Bryan on this issue, the party does not like 
_ any Daniel. " 

The Republicans have said exactly nothing on 
the wet and dry issue. The country has the eight- 
eenth amendment, and the Republicans have ac- 
cepted the fact and Kept silent. If the Democrats 
do likewise, there is no wet and dry question, 

In reality there is no league of nations issue. 
That is dead, but the Democrats have to carry it 
if they cannot find something else. It is not only 
dead but deadly. The wet issue is dangerous, but 
there might be a fighting chance in it. That con- 
sideration may guide the Democrats. 

If they nominate Cox of Ohio on a platform 
slightly, damp, deman.ing a revision of the Vol- 
stead act to permit beer and wine, they will hold 
the south just the same. The south is dry, but it 
is Democratic. 

Its local laws protect it in the matter of liquor, 
and it will not go Republican because the Demo- 
crats go wet. Rural United States, east and west, 
is dry, but it is also likely to be Republican, wet 
or ary. ~The big industrial centers are wet. They 
are politically the fighting ground, and they may 
zo Republican and they may go Democratic. 

New York has a wet governor, a Democrat; a 
wet legislature, Republican; and New York is the 
maddest city in the country. It wants liquor. Mas- 
sachusetts passed a wet law which Coolidge as 
governor vetoed. Rhode Island is wet, New Jersey 
is wet, and Ohio went wet on the recent referen- 
dum, 

Chicago would vote wet. California grape in- 
terests may pull that state wet. The Democrats 
may be sizing up the situation in just this fashion. 

They may figure that with Cox and beer they 
can carry New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, California, and possibly Illinois, the deba 
states which the Republicans need. If the 
to carry the country on the league of nations the 
citizenry will yawn and take to the hammock. 
They must tampaign on the league unless they find 
another issue. Liquor is an issue. People talk of 
it twenty times to once of the league of nations. 

If the Democrats accept the issue, there will be 
a real campaign. If they go to Cox and beer it 
will be a lively summer.

NOMINATING JUDGES. 


Tribune.]~—In’ reference to the inclosed 


copy .of editorial from this niorning’s 
TRIBUNE condoning the 1919 primary 
election law upon the proposition that it 
provides for the nomination of judges 
ij by county committees, I wish (for the 
third time) to call your attention to the 
fact that the 1919 primary law, recently 
passed upon by the Supreme court, made 
no change in the method of selecting 
candidates for judicial positions. The 
old 1917 law provided that these candi- 
dates should be nominated at conventions 


_| composed of the members of the county 


committees. Senator Elbert Smith, now 
circuit judge for the Springfield district, 
introduced a bill (senate bill No. 270) 
in the 1919 s@ssion providing that the 
convention to select these judicial candi- 
dates shall be delegate conventions “ and 
such delegates shall be selected by the 
county committees of such counties.” In 
other words, instead of directly selecting 
the judicial candidates as provided in 
the 1917 law, the county committees se- 
lect delegates to a convention, who in 
turn select the candidates. This is the 
present law and the decision of the §u- 
preme court does not affect it. (You will 
find this statute on page 511 in the 7919 
copy of “ Laws of Illinois.’’)

of the “ queen of Sheba,” and confessed 
he had formed the “ Abyssinian” cult 


which figured in Sunday’s disturbance. 


Alibi Suffers Blow. 


Most of his statement was in the 
form of an alibi. He declared the flag 
he had burned was that of the republic 
of Liberia, which is of the same colors 
as Old Glory. But he couldn’t tell why 
he bore enmity toward Liberia or why 


its flag should be burned. 


Edward Rush of 2027 Austin avenue, 
also held in connection with Sunday 
night’s violence, volunteered further 
information regarding Redding. 

“T belonged to his society and paid 
him dues,” he said, “Just before Sun- 
day’s parade one of the members asked 
if I had a gun.
